This lodge was at one time a very powerful force in Indiana. In 1908 W 
»! 
it had 56,527 members in this state. The majority of these men have had S 
lodge symbols placed on their tombstone or at their gravesites. The most ~ 


frequently used ones in this area are: the tomahawk ingraved in the tomb- 
stone, the lodge name and/or number ingraved in the tombstone, and the 
placing of the iron eagle at the right hand side of the tombstone. The 
tomahawk is usually within a circle, placed above the deceased mans name, 
The lodge name (Example: Kewanee) and/or the lodges number (Example: 442) 
(Example: Kewanee #442). Some tombstones just have the lodge number in 
the lower right hand side. When used in combination with the lodge name, 
it is usually printed across the bottom of the tombstone. Some men only 
have the iron eagle setting seperately at the foot of the tombstone. It 
is usually aqua colored, and approximately 16 inches tall. There is a 
banner acress the top of the eagle with the initials: IMP. O. R. M. 

There is another banner across the eagles feet that is imprinted with the 
members name. There are the initials T. 0. T. E. across the middle of the 
eagle. In the older cemetaries, the iron eagle can be half buried so that 
only the top part is exposed. 

The Improved Order of Red Men is one of the oldest and largest of the 
national fraternal/patriotic societies. It was founded in 1834. Today 
the headquarters is located at 1525 West Ave., Waco, Texas 76707. 

The IMP. O. R. M. had a goal in 1908 to increasd their membership 
statewide to at least 64,000 brothers. It took at least 20 Palefaces 
along with $30.00 to form a new lodge. Each new member was voted on 
by a proceedure called TWIGGING. If the new member recieved more than 
three black twigs, that member was not accepted for adoption into the 


tribe.

This group was a benevolent, protective, 
and patriotic society, reportedly founded in Germany in 1705. It was in- 
corporated in Michigan in 1912. At the time of incorporation the order 
really separated itself from the old German society. The new order claimed 
to be 100 percent American. Headquarters were in Kalamazoo, Michigan.

y^ RED MEN, IMPROVED ORDER OF (IORM). This fraternal society 
claims to be the oldest secret order founded in America. It bases this claim 
on being the continuation of certain secret societies that were in existence 
prior to the American Revolution. Notable among these societies were the 
Sons of Liberty and the Sons of Tamina. The IORM literature says it was 
originally (1763) known as the Sons of Liberty whose members **worked 
‘underground’ to help establish freedom and liberty in the Early Colonies.”’ 
After the American Revolution the name was changed to the Order of Red 
Men. Whether the present IORM is a definite descendant of the Sons of 
Liberty cannot be ascertained positively, for the IORM as it is known today 
was founded in 1834, and by 1847 the ‘‘Great Council of the United States” 
(the national structure) was organized in Baltimore, Maryland. 

After having organized itself on the national level in 1847, the IORM 
grew, as so many fraternal orders did in the latter part of the 1800s and 
early part of the 1900s. By 1921, the Red Men had over 519,942 members 
in forty-six states. Today (1978), the IORM has only 31,789 members in 
thirty-two states. One official report in 1977 showed that, from 1960 to 
1975, the Red Men suffered a net loss of 19,776 members. The order which 
once, according to its claims, had Theodore Roosevelt, Warren G. Harding, 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt as members currently has more problems keeping 
its members, let alone gaining new ones. 

The IORM has a secret ritual that in many ways shows the influence of 
the Masonic Blue Lodge* ritual. It has three basic degrees: Adoption, 
Warrior, and Chief. A fourth degree is given for insurance purposes, the 
Beneficiary degree. 

The organizational and ritual terminology is almost exclusively derived 
from Janguage attributed to the American Indian. The local lodge is known 
as ‘‘Tribe;’’ “Paleface” means nonmember; '*Wigwam"' is a meeting site; 
*'Sachem"' is president or head of a lodge; ‘‘Senior Sagamore” is the first 

i vice-president; “Chief of Records” means secretary; ‘‘Raising up of Chiefs" 
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stands for installing officers; ‘‘kindling the council fire’’ is to open a meet- 
ing; and ‘‘twigging”’ is the act of voting. 

In receiving the Adoption degree the candidate is seen as a paleface who 
stumbles upon a camp of warriors and braves. They take him to the tribe, 
where he is tied to the stake and threatened with death. The prophet (an 
IORM official) intercedes by asking the tribe to adopt him. The vow for 
the first degree promises secrecy and conformity to the order. It concludes 
with the statement: ‘‘So help me, Great Spirit.” The Chief's degree enacts 
a scene where the candidate is given a peace pipe, then shared by the lodge 
officers. Among the paraphernalia given to the new ''chief'' is a tomahawk, 
which has the emblem of the order engraved: an eagle whose wings bear the 
stars and stripes of the American flag, as well as the letters TOTE (totem 
of the eagle) on its breast. 

The IORM employs a number of religious expressions in its rituals, lodge 
sessions, and general communication. Some prayer expressions are: ‘‘O 
Thou Great Spirit,” **Hear Us, O Great Spirit," “O Thou Great Spirit of 
the Universe." Departed members are referred as having gone to the ‘‘happy 
hunting grounds." At one time (during the 1890s and early 1900s) the 
IORM had a German edition of its ritual. 

The watchwords of the IORM are "freedom," ''friendship,"' and *'charity."' 
It sees these as characterizing the ideals of the American nation. Thus the 
IORM is presently a fraternal group that holds to a conservative social and 
political philosophy. The order opposes federal welfare, communism, and 
waste in government. Its official magazine, Red Men, periodically prints 
articles conveying the order's conservative stance. Each year the society 
conducts an annual pilgrimage to Faith of Our Fathers Chapel in Valley 
Forge, Pennsylvania. This pilgrimage is designed to ‘‘renew and strengthen 
our beliefs in the American Way of Life.” 

During the heyday (1880s and 1890s) of American fraternal orders, the 
Red Men had a uniformed rank or contingent, known as the Knights of 
Tammany. It also once had the Chieftain's League, which was made up of 
members who had *'been exalted to the Chief's Degree, and in good stand- 
ing in their respective Tribes."' 

Membership to the Red Men is not open to women, although there is an 
auxiliary order for women known as the Degree of Pocahontas.* Until 
1974, the order's bylaws stipulated that candidates for membership had to 
be white. Native red men (American Indians) were not eligible to join the 
Red Men. However, in 1974, at its 106th session, the Great Council of the 
United States eliminated its all-white requirement. The order refers to this 
session as the ‘‘turning point of our order." For the boys who are eight 
years or older there is the junior order known as Degree of Hiawatha.* A 
counterpart order exists for girls in the Degree of Anona.* Adult females 
are eligible for the Degree of Pocahontas, an auxiliary to the IORM. 
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In recent years the IORM has supported the American Indian Develop- 
ment program, which is designed to aid American Indian children by pro- 
viding education and health care. By 1976 (three years after the order em- 
barked upon the program), the organization had a total of 212 sponsored 
adoptions of Indian children. The order also has come to the defense of the 
American Indian. One issue (December 1974) of the magazine, Red Men, 
said: ‘‘The American Indian, seeking a return to more acceptable means of 
managing his native stands of maiden timber and clean, sparkling waters 
now seeks support from all of us to fully practice ‘Americanism.’ . . ."' 
Financial support has been given to aid and promote books for the blind. 
Some assistance has also been given to the Association of the Retarded. 

Structurally, the IORM is organized in three levels. The ‘‘Great Council’’ 
of the United States is the national administration. It consists of the national 
president, known as Great Incohonee, and a Board of Great Chiefs. These 
are the Great Senior Sagamore, Great Junior Sagamore, Great Chief of 
Records, Great Keeper of the Wampum, and Prophet. The latter is the 
immediate past president. The state level (‘‘Reservation’’) is very much 
like the national structure. It has a great sachem (president) and a great 
council or board of chiefs, who are elected from the former chiefs of local 
“Tribes” (lodges). Each tribe has a sachem and a board of officers similar 
to the state and national organizations. The national headquarters currently 
are located in Waco, Texas. 

Published information on the IORM includes the order's official magazine, 
Red Men. Charles M. Skinner's Myths and Legends of Our Own Land, 
1896, is an old source that provides interesting details. The ritual of the 
IORM can be read by consulting Red Men Illustrated: The Complete Revised 
Ritual Adopted by the Great Council of the United States of the Improved 
Order of Red Men, Comprising the Adoption Degree, Warrior's Degree, 
and Chief's Degree, 1903. An interesting pamphlet, **What Every American 
Should Know About The Order of Red Men," was obtained from the 
Great Chief of Records in Waco, Texas. The national proceedings, known 
as the Record, are helpful for understanding the functions of the IORM. 
The Constitution and General Laws are also quite useful in providing in- 
formation about the Red Men. 


RED MEN, INDEPENDENT ORDER OF. German members of the Im- 
proved Order of Red Men seceded and formed the Independent Order of 
Red Men in 1850. According to Albert C. Stevens, Cyclopedia of Fraternities 
(1907), the order had 12,000 members in 1896. Today it is extinct.
